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Polish ships malcine the runs to Western Europe, the I4iddle East, the Mediterranean, 
the Far Eest, South Africa, and South America are reported to be manned with the 
erews and officers whosre considersd by Varsey as the least "desirable." Ships 
travelliny to the United “tates, both tramp and rezular lines » hovever, are opernted - 
under special conditions. Crews of the latter ara carefully sereensd by the UB and 
gorerally have families in Poland. The captains, for the most part, are menbsrs of 
the Polish Workers! Party (PPR). 
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4s the first croup of graduates fron the Merchant Marine Officers! School in Szeseein 
reach the sorvice, the older and less trusted men will pracually be eliminated and 

- replaced by the younger "socially and politically desirable: croup. It is believed 
that this chanreeover will take Place in approxinately two years. However, in view 
of the fact that the Polish Merchant Uavy ig still foreed to use nany "undesirable" 
persons, cach ship carries at least ono representative or “;uardian angel" fron ths 
UB. 
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
